Temporary Chairman of Convention 


at Columbua Claim* It la Against 


the Prohibition Party— Speech Sets 


Delegates Almost Wild. 


Columbus. O,, Ju ly 15.— A majority 
of the 1,500 delegates to the Prohlbl- 
tino national convention 
and 
many 
more visitors are in the city and the 
hotel lobbies have taken on a real 
convention aspect. 
Escorting the del­ 
egations from the union station to the 
hotels to which they were assigned 
a decorated water wagon, drawn by 
four white horses, emblamatlc of the 
eight prohibition states of the Union, 
and 
followed 
by 
a 
mule 
labelled 
"Missouri two-thirds dry,” made a hit 
with the delegates and visitors. 
All 
the 
larger 
delegations 
representing 
the states which cast the 
heaviest 
votes for the cause are on the ground, 
including Iowa, Minnesota, Michigan 
and Wisconsin. 
The convention opened in 
Memo­ 
rial hall. 
Charles E. Jones of Chi­ 
cago, chairman of the national com­ 
mittee. called the convention to order. 
Rev. H. A. Thompson of Dayton, O., 
delivered the invocation. 
W . G. Cal- 
derwood of Minnesota, secretary of 
the national committee, read the of­ 
ficial call.

speech. 
He was chosen temporary 
chairman by the national cimmlttee 
over W illiam H. Ferguson of Chica­ 
go, editor of the

tionist. 
Mr. Patton is a well known 
attorney of Springfield. 
David B. McCalmont of Franklin. 
Pa., was the unanimous choice of the 
committee for temporary 
secretary. 
His assistants are Edward W. Clark 
of Indianapolis, Mrs. Frances Beau­ 
champ of Lexington, Kv., and Theo­ 
dore E. Ostland of North Dakota. 
Temporary Chairman Patton’s key­ 
note speech set the delegates almost 
wild. 
He shot the “ rum demon” full 
of holes, mercilessly jumped upon the 
old political parties, criticised “ a pub­ 
lic press almost universally against 
us.” and joyfully cried that “ In spit«1 
of the fixed habits of appetite, gr«»ed 
and lust, we have by the help of God 
and 
the power of right 
conquered 
over all, and are met with the shouts 
of victory upon our lips. 
W e are 
face to face with the hour that gives 
assurance of complete triumph.” 


Put Old Parties on the Grill. 


Mr Patton put the Democratic and 
Republican parties on the grill. 
He 
said the plank ln the Republican na­ 
tional platform “ reaffirming our ad­ 
herence to every Republican doctrine 
proclaimed since the birth of the par­ 
ty” was a direct reaffirmation of a 
plank In the Republican platform of 
1872, which declared against interfer­ 
ing with the rights 
of the 
people. 
The temporary chairman read a let­ 
ter from Attorney General Wade H. 
Ellis of Ohio, who drafted this year’s 
Republican platform, in 
which 
Mr. 
Ellis declared he could find nothing 
in the plafform of 1872 Inconsistent 
with good Republican doctrine. 
Mr. 
Patton denounced W illiam H. T aft’s 
friendliness and cooperation with the 
“ Brew df 
politician of Cincinnati 
— Bos» Co»/' 
speaker decried the alliance of 
the Democratic party with the saloon 
element khd asked W illiam J. Bryan 
tC «xplaln this plank in the Demo­ 
cratic platform:

local issue and not a national one, | 
what hope have we that he and the 
Democratic party will give any aid 
In this cause? 
He advised the organ­ 
ization of the party on practical po­ 
litical lines and declared

must go forward or backward— there 
is no middle ground.”

Temporary Chairman of Convention 


st Columbus Claims It Is Against 


the Prohibition Party— Speech Sets 


Delegates Almost Wild. 


Columbus, O., July 15.—A majority 
cf the 1,500 delegates to the Prohibl- 
tlno national convention and many 
more visitors are in the city and the 
hotel lobbies have* taken on a real 
convention aspect. Escorting the del­ 
egations from tho union station to the 
hotels to which they were assigned 
a decorated water wagon, drawn by 
four white horses, emblamatlc of the 
eight prohibition states of the Union, 
and 
followed 
by a mule labelled 
“Missouri two-thirds dry,” made a hit 
with the delegates and visitors. 
All 
the larger delegations representing 
the states which cast the heaviest 
votes for the cause are on tho ground, 
including Iowa, Minnesota, Michigan 
and Wisconsin. 
The convention opened in Memo­ 
rial hall. 
Charles E. Jones of Chi­ 
cago, chairman of the national com­ 
mittee, called the convention to order. 
Rev. H. A. Thompson of Dayton, O., 
delivered the Invocation. 
W. G. Cal- 
derwood of Minnesota, secretary of 
the national committee, read the of­ 
ficial call. 
Robert H. Patton <5f Springfield, 
111., author of the Illinois local op­ 
tion 
law, 
delivered 
the ‘ keynote 
speech. 
He was chosen temporary 
chairman by the national cimmittee 
over William H. Ferguson of Chica­ 
go, editor of the National Prohibi­ 
tionist. 
Mr. Patton is a well known 
attorney of Springfield. 
David B. McCalmont of Franklin, 
Pa., waa the unanimous choice of the 
committee for temporary secretary. 
His assistants are Edward W. Clark 
of Indianapolis, Mrs. Frances Beau­ 
champ of Lexington, Kv., and Theo­ 
dore E. Ostland of North Dakota. 
Temporary Chairman Patton’s key­ 
note speech set the delegates almost 
wild. 
He shot the “rum demon” full 
of holes, mercilessly jumped upon the 
old political parties, criticised “a pub­ 
lic press almost universally against 
us,” and joyfully cried that “in spite 
of the fixed habits of appetite, greed 
and lust, we have by the help of God 
and the power of right conquered 
over all, and are met with the shouts 
of victory upon our lips. 
We are 
face to face with the hour that gives 
assurance of complete triumph.” 
Put Old Parties on the Grill. 
Mr. Patton put the Democratic and 
Republican parties on the grill. 
He 
said the plank in the Republican na­ 
tional platform "reaffirming our ad­ 
herence to every Republican doctrine 
proclaimed since the birth of the par­ 
ty” was a direct reaffirmation of a 
plank in the Republican platform of j 
1871, which declared against interfer­ 
ing with the rights of the people. 
The temporary chairman read a let­ 
ter from Attorney General Wade H. 
Ellis of Ohio, who drafted this year’s 
Republican platform, in which Mr. 
Ellis declared he could find nothing 
In the platform of 1872 inconsistent 
With good Republican doctrine. 
Mr. 
Patton denounced William H. Taft’s 
friendliness and cooperation with the 
“BrowdMlosi politician of Cincinnati 
—Bos! Cog,” 
speaker decried the alliance of 
the Deihfififauc party with the saloon 
oiomonl «ihd asked William J. Bryan 
tfi Explain this plank In tho Demo- 
boatie platform: 
“We reaffirm our faith 
In and 
pledge our loyalty to the principles 
of our party,” which principles, de­ 
clared Mr. Patton, included the

mous anti-sumptuary plank in the 
Democratic platform of 1875. He con­ 
tinued : 
“From the fact that Mr. Bryan re­ 
cently In a public interview confessed 
to voting and making speeches to de­ 
feat constitutional prohibition In his 
own state; from the fact that In his 
campaign speeches In Oklahoma he 
spoke for all of their constitution but 
the prohibition part; from the fact 
that he has recently In an interview 
tried to make this appear as a mer# 
local issue and not a national one, 
what hope have we that he and the 
Democratic party will give any ald 
In this cause? He advised the organ­ 
ization of the party on practical po­ 
litical lines and declared that the 
time had come when the movement 
must go forward or backward—there 
Is no middle ground.” 
Numerous drafts of platforms have 
been prepared and will be presented 
to 1he committee on resolutions. The 
sentiment is that the platform will 
be reasonably brief. 
Besides declar­ 
ing for the suppression of the liquor 
1 raffle it will appeal to the temper­ 
ance element of the old parties by 
attacking their attitude on the liquor 
question. It is said that woman suf­ 
frage will be endorsed, despite the 
action of the Ohio state Prohibition 
convention in turning it down.

dropped dead of heart disease in the , 
Wall street station of the subway. 
His death was attended with tragic 
circumstances. Scores of persons saw 
him fall. 
Lr. F. C. Wells, a friend, 
hurried to his side, but he saw imme-; 
diately that Mr. Jordan was dead. 
Mr. Jordan’s name came prominent­ 
ly before the public during the Arm­ 
strong insurance investigation in con­ 
nection with the then “Yellow Dog” 
fund. 
A desire was expressed 
by

Armstrong committee that Jordan ap­ 
pear before the committee, but the 
process servers were unable to locate 
him. 
His son was called before the 
committee and asked to tell where 
his father was.

then learned that he had been In 
Europe.

Only re­ 
cently Mr. Jordan appeared before 
Justice Goff to plead not guilty to the 
Indictments.

G reat difficulty has been experienced 
by the fair m anagers in securing pho 
tographs of the fort as it steod in that 
C Tie, and a g re a t deal of credit is due 
Mr. 
O. G. Wail, 
of Friday Harbor, 
state of W ashington, who is preparing 
a book on the attack on 
Fort Ridgley, 
for the plans and specifications 
from 
which the old fort is to be rebuilt. 
Every effort is to be used in repro­ 
ducing it just as it stood a t the time, 
and while it is possible th a t tw entieth 
century imagination will have to be 
drawn upon for some of the main de­ 
tails the production in the main will be 
absoulutely correct, in fact, as correct 
as the a rt of the scenic artist and the 
stage mechanic can m ake it. 
Over 30,000 square yards of canvas 
is to be used, and it will take a force 
of thirty men from now' until the open­ 
ing tlay of the fair to complete the 
work. 
Heretofore, the small specta­ 
cular features th a t have been produced 
in front of the grandstand have occu­ 
pied a space north of the artifical lake 
between the fence of the half-mile 
track, 
but this year the entire infield 
of the half-mile track will be utilized 
for the producing of the m am moth 
spectacle. 
Over 1,000 people will take 
part in the production, 300 of whom 
are to be Sioux Indians. 
As usual, the 
evening perform ance this year will 
term inate with a superb pyrotechnieal 
display.

FOR SCHOOL VENTILATION 


The State Board of Health Lays Down 


Strict Rules for Ventilation 
of School Buildings 


St. Paul, July 15. 
Under a resolu­ 
tion adopted 
by the state board of 
health today strict rules are laid down 
for the 
ventilation of public school 
rooms throughout the state. 
The new 
rules apply not only to buildings con­ 
tem plated but those now in use. 
According to the rules adopted, there 
m ust not be less than 18 square feet of 
floor space for ea*h pupil. 
In addition 
there m ust be 216 cubic feet of air 
space. 
In respect to pure air the ventilators 
m ust provide at least 30 cubic fe«t 
every minute. 
As to window space, it 
m ust equal one-fifth of the floor space. 
Instead of opaque, translucent window 
shades must be used, special attention 
is given to cloak rooms, and in com 
m nting upon them, the rule i

They do not w ant beads, nor 
do they have any desire for the fancy 
things that the Indians hanker for 
The mirror Is the nearest thing to a 
luxury that appeals to them , and I 
have a sufficient supply on board the 
R oosevelt to last them fbr years.*’

Physical Trainer Discusses Yale- 


Harvard Boat Race. 


WHY THE BLUE COLLAPSED. 


Worriment Great 
Detriment to

A thletes and men interested in afh 
letics found little else to tnlk alsnit the 
other day except the rerent 
varsity 
eight oar race at New London, Conn., 
betw een 
Harvard and 
Yale and the 
m anner In which the Yale crew had 
gone to plerea. 
For one e the w inning 
crew was uot the subject of converse 
tlon, far more Interest bring m anifest 
ed in the peculiar circum stances which 
m ilitated against the success of the 
blue. 
O f course such tnlk hinged en 
tlrely on the lam entable m ishap to D 
T. G risw old, Yale's stroke, who col­ 
lapsed at tw o and a half miles. 
“ I did not see the race. 
All 1 know* 
about It I have gained from the pulr 
lished accounts.” said I»r. W atson L. 
Savage, the physical trainer, to a re­ 
porter of the N ew York Post. 
"But I 
should sa.v that undoubtedly the de­ 
feat of Yale, the m iserable collapse 
of her men, was caused by the m is­ 
take o f putting a 
man of defective 
physique, 
which 
was evidently Grls- 
wold's. in such a responsible position. 
G risw old's height, you tell me, Is six 
feet one Inch, yet he w eighs only 158 
pounds. 
That is not sufficient for the 
height. 
A man of perfect physique of 
that height should weigh more. 
"Then, too, they say that G riswold 
is of a very nervous tem peram ent. Had 
I not been told that I should have sur­ 
mised It from the facts supplied. 
A th­ 
letes differ. 
Some have certain quali­ 
fications which others lack. 
There is 
a certaiu type of man who is all nerves. 
Fp to a point that type of man Is all 
right. 
H is nerves stim ulate his mus- 
cl«*« 
Beyond that point he goes to 
pieces, as G risw old did. 
"Most people forget to take Into ac­ 
count the factor of w orrying in prepa­ 
ration for a contest. 
Three d ays or 
tw o days or one day before the race 
the athlete 
w ho has those peculiar 
tendencies suddenly has his mind re­ 
vert to w hat is ahead of him. 
It does 
not 
m atter 
how 
well 
he 
has 
been 
trained. 
From that m inute he begins 
to worry, and he Is not as good a man 
as he w as. 
T hat is the contingency a 
trainer lias to face In handling men of 
that type. 
He must 
realize that a 
nervous 
man 
from 
about 
the third 
day previous to the event Is deterior­ 
ating 
“Quite possibly G risw old w as over­ 
trained. 
H e should have been careful­ 
ly looked after too 
A man like that 
should have been consistentlj’ guarded 
again st worry. 
As for the Influence 
on the crew , that is easily understood. 
Did you ever see a ball team get the 
‘rattles?’ 
The rattles are caused by 
precisely the sam e thiug. 
Som e man 
g<x*s ‘up In the air.’ liecom es unrelia­ 
ble 
The rest of the team realize It. 
and 
th«* 
infection 
com m unicates 
to 
them . 
“W hen a team has the rattles it is 
alm ost im possible to save them. Only 
by the m ost stead fast, relentless ex ­ 
ertion of the moral will can it be done. 
That Yale crew caught the nervous­ 
ness of their stroke, and .from that m o­ 
m ent It w as all up with them . 
Men 
suffering from 
rattles can’t contend 
su ccessfu lly w ith men still cool head­ 
ed. 
There Is Just one thin g that can 
sa v e a rattled lot of athletes. 
If one 
of 
them 
is 
able 
to 
m ake 
a 
fight 
against the influence he m ay be able 
to pull his sid e through. 
But it m eans 
a terribly exh au sting stru ggle for him. 
“I 
don’t 
know 
w hether you 
have 
ever noticed that a w in nin g crew* is al­ 
m ost alw ays fresh, although the losers 
are likely to be lying in the bottom 
of their boat once the finish line is 
passed. 
The sam e is true of every 
branch of athletics. 
The stim ulation 
of victory goes far to freshen the e x ­ 
hausted stam ina 
anti 
m uscles. 
The 
H arvard crew , for exam ple, after row ­ 
ing a grilling four m iles w ere fresh as 
daisies at 
the end, 
w hile the 
Yale 
crew , w hich had stopped in the m id­ 
dle of the course, could hardly finish. 
The exhilaration 
w hich com es 
w ith 
su ccess has an alm ost Incalculable In­ 
fluence upon m en. 
"A nother thin g that one learns by 
long association w ith ath letics Is that 
work done during training tim e can­ 
not be taken as in dicative o f w hat men 
w ill do In the crucial Instant o f the 
con test 
Itself. 
Som e 
men 
w ill 
do 
splendid work In preparation and then 
slum p com pletely w hen the real stru g­ 
gle begins. 
Other men do m ost disap­ 
pointing work in practice and w hen it 
| com es to the even t for 
which they 
have been training surprise every one. 
Tem peram ent has a great deal to do 
w ith su ccess or failure in athletics. 
“I knew tw o fam ous runners som e 
years ago. 
One w as in tensely nervous, 
and he could beat the other, phleg- i 
m atic and don’t care, at anything up 
to the quarter m ile. 
A bove the quar- 
ter m ile he never w on—but once. 
H e j 
was challenged by the other man to a 
ipeclal race at GOO yards. 
The other 
nan didn’t think his ch allenge would 
be accepted, and when several w eeks 
w ent by w ithout an acceptance he quit i 
training. 
Several more w eeks passed, ! 
and he received sharp notice that he 
would be raced. 
"W ell, at the quarter m ile the nerv­ 
ous man felt h im self going. 
He w as 
nearly ‘all in.’ 
H e knew it 
H e could 
feel the other man com ing up behind, 
phlegm atic, slow , but sure, because he 
flldn't know w hat nerves m eant. 
The 
nervous man m ustered all his rem ain­ 


ing pluck. 
He turned hi* head toward 
the other roan and grinned hard—Just 
grinned as sarcastically as he could, 
us If to say. ‘Keep on If you w ant to, 
but I've lots more left, and you can 
have It all,* 
Ready to give up him self, 
he faltered on to the tape to And that 
the other man had quit right w here he 
saw the sm ile. 
The bluff—It w as noth­ 
ing more—had worked 
“B ecause a tnuu’s nerves restrict the 
am ount of **ffort in* can expand does 
not mean that lie lucks pluck. 
It has 
nothing to do with It. 
F n less a inan 
has a peculiar Innate quality

Yale crew at New Ixmdon evidently 
lost m ainly l»ocause their stroke, with 
all the lw*st Intention In the world, was 
j not up to his work.

worried about that and other things 
probably, and he went com pletely to 
pieces. 
No man can doubt that he 
tried his U*st.

A man who is successful in athletic* 
Is practically certain to get along in 
business. 
He gains a

from his victories that enables him to 
face the trials of life w ith unabashed 
courage.

that defeat, 
bitter, 
grinding 
defeat, 
m ight be expected to have the opposite 
effect ou a high strung youngster, to 
whom at the tim e il m eans everything. 
To a 
man 
who takes ath letics 
se­ 
riously defeat is an aw fu l tilin g.” 
An old oarsm an w ho lias w atched 
races for m any years said in regard 
to the breaking down o f G risw old: 
“ It does not at all follow that the col­ 
lapse of the Yale stroke w as due neces­ 
sarily to his lack o f condition, his w ant 
o f stam ina, his lack o f pluck <»r errors 
of style. 
T here is at least a probabil­ 
ity that a radical m istake may have 
been m ade lu putting so tall a man 
at the stroke thw art. 
It may be noted 
that there w ere only tw o taller men 
than he Is in the crew behind him. 
There is therefore at 
least a 
prob* 
ability 
thut four or five of the men 
may have row ed a shorter stroke than 
he did him self. 
Supposing this to have 
been 
the 
fact, the 
Inevitable 
result 
would be that for a fraction at least 
o f each stroke nearly the w hole w eight 
of the boat w as upon his Individual 
oar blrnle. 
The sam e result w ould fol­ 
low if any of the men behind him w ere 
a trifle later in beginning or a trifle 
quicker in ending the stroke. 
Every 
old row ing man w ill know w hat this 
m eans. 
Any stroke row ing under such 
conditions, no m atter how strong, how 
sk illfu l or how courageous, would In­ 
evitab ly be torn to pieces In the first 
m ile or tw o of a long race.

Undoubtedly every one aboard the 
Roosevelt, 
Commander 
Robert 
E. 
Peary’s arctic bound steam er, felt a 
thrill as the big weather lien ten vessel 
pulled slowly out of the recreation 
pier at the foot of East Tw enty-fourth 
street, New York, the other afternoon 
At I o'clock, while from the shore thou­ 
sands of voices gave lusty cheers for 
the intrepid explorer as he started on 
his third quest for the north pole. 
As 
the ship passed up the stream she was 
saluted by three whistles from every 
craft that w as within sight. 
From early morning until sailing 
time the crew were rushing about, pil­ 
ing in as fast as they could the strange 
and miscellaneous cargo th at goes to 
make up an arctic equipment. 
That 
the crew will not starve is certain to 
any one who saw the enormous num ber 
of boxes and bags containing food of 
all kinds. 
"It ain’t all salt horse, either,” the 
Irish chef explained, "for we have got 
arctic fodder to a science now, and 
we can have our spring vegetables 
out of thim tins, ye see, on Christm as 
day at the pole, when we get there, 
and it’s sure we get there at th at.” 
Every one from Commander Teary 
to the bo’s’n are optimistic regarding 
the success of the venture. 
Ohm 
m ander Teary said: 
"This certainly has been a splendid 
send off. 
I nm deeply grateful for the 
honor. 
W e are ready for the trip. 
I 
have done entirely too much work in 
that country to be certain of anything. 
BO I’ll not promise anything liefore I 
start, except that I am going to put 
Into it every bit of energy, moral, men­ 
tal and physical, that I possess. 
"I feel confident that in any case I 
Bhall carry the American flag farther 
north than ever. 
Unless the unfore­ 
seen happens I shall plant the stars 
and 
stripes 
at 
the 
magnetic 
pole. 
The Roosevelt has been thoroughly re­ 
paired from ber last struggles with 
the Ice, has been fitted w ith two new 
boilers of 500 horsepower each, making 
her now an abler ship as regards 
power than she was three years ago. 
She is, so far as we are able to make 
her, equipped to meet any emergency. 
If conditions are no worse in the next 
season than they were during the last 
voyage I shall hope to accomplish the 
object of the expedition and return In 
about fifteen months—that is, In Octo­ 
ber, 1909. 
I am prepared, however. 
for a stay of three years.” 
Huge bouquets of roses and other 
flowers filled the cabin In which Com­ 
mander Teary will spend much time 
during the next year. 
The cabin is 
comfortable and as w*ell furnished as a 
sim ilar room on a big ocean liner, and 
it is far more homelike. 
Nor 
will 
there be lacking books to w’hile away 
the tedious hours when the Roosevelt 
is winter bound in the northern ice 
fields. 
Tile publishers of New York 
have seen to that. They all chipped in 
to furnish books for the explorer and 
his crew. 
All told, more than 200 vol­ 


umes have l>een stowed aboard the 
vessel, 
and 
they 
represent 
almost 
every type of literature and every 
large publishing house In New York. 
Among 
the 
stores 
on 
board 
the 
Roosevelt are 16,000 pounds of flour. 
12,000 loaves of bread, two tons of cod­ 
fish, 200 coses of beans, 2,500 gallons 
of oil for fuel and lighting, 200 cases 
of tomatoes and several hundred of 
brown bread. 
An Im portant part of the cargo on 
the Roosevelt Is the large assortm ent i 
of useful presents that Commander 
Teary is taking north for his friends 
the Eskimos. 
He knows everybody in ; 
the tribe except the babies born since , 
his visit, and not a person has been 
forgotten. 
The presents are all staple 
things, for on his first expedition to 
the polar regions Commander Teary 
found that the Eskimos desired only 
those things th a t were useful to them. 
They 
cared 
not 
for beads, 
fancy 
clothes or toys. 
"I am taking a lot of things for my 1 
faithful friends up there,” said Com- I 
mander Teary. 
"Some of them are I 
presents pure and simple, while the 1 
rest will be used in paying them for I 
the services they render me. 
It would 
be ridiculous to offer them money, j 
They have no conception of the unit 
of value. 
I am taking the men such 
things as guns, ammunition, knives, 
steel shoes for their sledges, ham m ers, 
hatchets and other useful tools. Those 
are the things they desire and prize 
{the most. 
"For the women I have large qnan- 
i titles of needles, thimbles, scissors and 
mirrors. They do not want beads, nor 
do they have any desire for the fancy 
things th at the Indians hanker for. ! 
The m irror is the nearest thing to a 
luxury th at appeals to them, and I 
have a sufficient supply on board the 
Roosevelt to last them for years.” 
Commander Teary said he would de- j 
pend absolutely on the game to be 
found in the arctic for his m eat sup- i 
ply. 
Some of the foods he will carry I 
with him, in addition to his supply of 
pemmican, tea and pilot biscuit, the 
three staple foods for use in the arctic, 
are canned vegetables and a large sup- | 
ply of canned peaches and pears. 
“I alw ays see to it that every person 
with me has a dessert on Sunday,” said ■ 
Commander Teary, "and that Is why I 
am taking peaches and pears.”

Worriment Great Detriment to Beet 
Endeevore, Claims Dr. Watson 
L. 
8avage—Defective Physique Appar­ 
ent In Yale 8troke—Tell Stroke a 
Mistake, Says Old Oarsman. 


Athletes and men Interested In ath ­ 
letics found little else to talk about the 
other day except the recent varsity 
eight oar race a t New London, Conn., 
between H arvard and Yale and the 
manner In which the Yale crew had 
gone to pieces. 
For once the winning 
crew was not the subject of conversa­ 
tion, far more interest being m anifest­ 
ed In the peculiar circumstances which 
militated against the success of the 
blue. 
Of course such talk hinged en­ 
tirely on the lam entable mishap to D. 
T. Griswold, Yale’s stroke, who col­ 
lapsed at two and a half miles. 
"I did not see the race. 
All I know 
about it I have gained from the pub­ 
lished accounts,” said Dr. W atson L. 
Savage, the physical trainer, to a re­ 
porter of the New York Post. 
"B ut I 
should say that undoubtedly the de­ 
feat of Yale, the miserable collapse 
of her men. was caused by the mis­ 
take of putting a man of defective 
physique, which was evidently Gris­ 
wold’s. In such a responsible position. 
Griswold’s height, you tell me, is six 
feet one inch, yet he weighs only 158 
pounds. 
T hat is not sufficient for the 
height. 
A man of perfect physique of 
that height should weigh more. 
"Then, too, they say that Griswold 
Is of a very nervous temperament. Had 
I not been told that I should have sur­ 
mised it from the facts supplied. 
A th­ 
letes differ. 
Some have certain quali­ 
fications which others lack. 
There la 
a certain type of man who is all nerves. 
Up to a point that type of man Is all 
right. 
His nerves stimulate bls m us­ 
cles. 
Beyond that point he goes to 
pieces, as Griswold did. 
"Most people forget to take into ac­ 
count the factor of worrying in prepa­ 
ration for a contest. Three days or 
two days or one day before the race 
the 
athlete who 
has those peculiar 
tendencies suddenly has his mind re­ 
vert to what Is ahead of him. 
It does 
not 
m atter how well he has been 
trained. 
From that minute he begins 
to worry, and he Is not as good a man 
as he was. 
T hat Is the contingency a 
trainer has to face In handling men of 
that type. 
He must realize that a 
nervous man from about the third 
day previous to the event is deterior­ 
ating. 
"Quite possibly Griswold was over­ 
trained. 
He should have been careful­ 
ly looked after too. 
A man like th at j sarily to bls lack of condition, his want 
should have been consistently guarded of stamina, his lack of pluck or errors 
against worry. 
As for the influence 
J of style. 
There is at least a p ro b a ti­ 
on the crew, th at Is easily understood. ! ity that a radical mistake may have 
Did you ever see a ball team get the 
‘rattles?’ 
The rattles are caused by 
precisely the same thing. 
Some man 
goes ‘up in the air,’ becomes unrelia­ 
ble. 
The rest of the team realize It, 
and the infection 
communicates 
to 
them. 
"When a team has the rattles it is 
almost impossible to save them. Only 
by the most steadfast, relentless ex­ 
ertion of the moral will can it be done. 
That Yale crew caught the nervous­ 
ness of their stroke, and .from th at mo­ 
ment it was all up with them. 
Men 
suffering from rattles can’t contend 
successfully w ith men still cool head­ 
ed. 
There Is ju st one thing th at can 
save a rattled lot of athletes, 
if one 
of them Is able to make a fight 
against the influence he may be able 
to pull bls side through. 
But it m eans 
a terribly exhausting struggle for him. 
"I don’t know whether you have 
ever noticed th a t a winning crew is al­ 
most always fresh, although the losers 
are likely to be lying in the bottom 
of their boat once the finish line Is 
passed. 
The sam e is true of every 
branch of athletics. 
The stim ulation 
of victory goes fa r to freshen the ex­ 
hausted stam ina and muscles. 
The 
H arvard crew, for example, after row ­ 
ing a grilling four miles were fresh as 
daisies at the end, while the Yale 
crew, which had stopped In the mid­ 
dle of the course, could hardly finish. 
The exhilaration which comes w ith 
success has an alm ost incalculable In­ 
fluence npon men. 
"Another thing th at one learns by 
long association w ith athletics is th a t 
work done during training time can­ 
not be taken ms indicative of w hat men 
will do in the crucial instant of the 
contest itself. 
Some 
men 
will do 
splendid work in preparation and then 
slump completely when the real stru g ­ 
gle begins. 
O ther men do most disap­ 
pointing work in practice and when it 
comes to the event for which they 
have been training surprise every one. 
Temperament bas a great deal to do 
with success or failure in athletics. 
"I knew tw o fam ous runners some 
years ago. One w as intensely nervous, 
and he could beat the other, phleg­ 
matic and don’t care, at anything up 
to the quarter mile. 
Above the quar­ 
ter mile he never won—but once. 
He 
was challenged by the other man to a 
•pedal race at 600 yards. 
The other 
man didn’t think his challenge would 
be accepted, and when several weeks 
went by w ithout an acceptance he quit 
training. 
Several more weeks passed, 
and he received sharp notice th at he 
would be raced. 
"Well, at the quarter mile the nerv­ 
ous man felt him self going. 
He was 
nearly ‘all In.’ 
He knew it 
He could 
feel the other man coming up behind, 
phlegmatic, slow, but sure, because he 
didn’t know w hat nerves meant. 
The 
nervous man m ustered all his remain- 


trial, died at the 
pltal In Pittsburg 
meningitis.
